War Savings Campaign 
Opened at Didsbury 


A meeting was held Wednesday 
evening last to organize War Sav- 
ings campaign for this district.

An old word has taken on a new 
significance, more often than not a 
sinister significance, in the lifetime 
of most of us here to-day.

When buying new seed it is always 
wise to buy the best available. This, 
of course, means buying registered 
seed if possible, and, if not, certified 
seed. 

To maintain purity, it is not neces- | 
sary to buy a sufficient quantity ot 
expensive seed to replace the old en- 
tirely the first year. It saves money 
to sow a seed plot with pure seed, 
and to take every precaution against 
the occurrence of volunteer plants of 
the same crop and against mechan- 
ical mixing. Suppose that a farmer 
commonly has 150 acres in wheat; a 
seed plot of fifteen or twenty acres | 
will usually provide ample seed for | 
the next year. The plot selected 
should be summerfallow, and should 
be located at least fifteen or twenty 
rods, preferably further, from other 
wheat. Exercise extreme care in 
threshing, eleaning and sowing. | 

If a new variety is to be adopted, | 
the same practice may be followed, | 
though even greater care should be 
taken to prevent the old variety | 
from volunteering. It is seldom | 
necessary to replace a variety com- 
pletely in one year. A thorough job 
can be done in t'vo years, and it is 
much cheaper. 

If frost. sprouting, or some other 
injury necessitates new seed for the 
entire farm, and resources do not 
permit the purchase of enough 
recistered or certified seed tor al! 
needs, then at least a few bushe!

MOULDS IN FOOD 


Mould) growth in foods is not 
usually dangerous, In many cases 
the formation of mould in food in- 
creases its palatability. For example, 
some kinds of cheese, such as Roque- 
fort, Limburger, Brie and Camem- 
bert, are eaten only after extensive 
mould growth has taken place, The 
characteristic flavour and smell of 
these are due to the sub- 
formed by the particular 
species of mould. 

What moulds? They are 
groups of tiny plants so small that 
the individual structures can be seen 
only with the aid of a microscope. 
They develop from spores which are 
similar to the of the higher 
plants. The spore is the reproduc- 
tive of one of the lower 
organisms or plants. 

The commoner moulds go by the 
names of Mucor, Penicillium or As- 
pergillus. The white or slightly 
woolly patches seen on the surface of 
meat in cold storage is due to a 
mould or fungus known as the sporo- 
trichum carnis. 

The spores or seeds of moulds 
hard to kill; they can withstand un- 
favourable conditions for days and 
when given favourable conditions 
such as food, a temperature neither
